Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District is working on the third step 
in a process to increase students’ 
skills in the areas of basic reading, 
writing and arithmetics, according 
to Superintendent Mike Dirksen. 

The district has set a target date 
of 1981 for the first group of students 


Basic skills required for graduation 


District sets target date 


to meet new graduation standards in 
various educational areas. A district 
task force is presently determining 
the standards which students will 
have to fulfill in order to receive 
diplomas. 

The first two steps in the process 
included a survey of parent, student 
and teacher opinions about students’

competency in various educational 
areas and a task force report 
proposing the formation of skill 
standards for graduation. 

Both the opinion survey and task 
force report indicated a ‘‘need to 
improve in the area of basics,” 
Dirksen said and noted the district 
board of trustees has approved the 
concept of competency levels as a 
way to improve student abilities in 
the areas of communication and 
computation. 

Communication competencies fall 
into the areas of listening, speaking, 
reading, writing, and study with 
some 50 individual skills ranging 
from following oral or written 
directions to composing a 
“coherent” paragraph. 

Computation competencies range 
from use of fractions to reading an 
income tax table. The 37 


- computational skills fall into the 


areas of whole numbers, fractions, 
decimals, per cents, measurement, 
and applications (such as making 
change). 

Many of the skills can be learned 
in required courses, but the task 
force recommended that 
interdisciplinary programs be 
established so that students have 
more than “brief, isolated’’ learning 
experiences. 

The competency task force 
expects to spend several months 
developing administrative 
procedures, inservice programs for 


teachers, and courses for students — 


who fail to meet the competency 
levels. 

The district tentatively plans to 
administer the computational skills 
test on a pilot basis in early 1977 
followed by a review of the test and 
other materials and any necessary 
revision. 


The entire program of 
competency levels will be 
implemented in the fall of 1977 with 
the incoming freshman class who 
will be the first students expected to 
meet all of competency levels by the 
time they graduate in 1981. 

Students in the graduating classes 
of 1977-80 will not be required to 
meet all of the skill requirements 
but will be exposed to the program 
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as much as possible, Dirksen said. 

The skill level requirements will 
be the same for all district students 
including those in adult, 
continuation and alternative 
schools, but each school will be 
responsible for developing its own 
program to enable students to learn 
the required skills. 

“The real challenge will be for the 
classroom teachers to do all in their 
power to get every student through 
(to competency) the first time 
around,” Dirksen said -noting that 
students doing remedial work have 
additional problems learning 
because of their feelings of failure. 

The task force report notes the 
need for a certificate of completion 
of a ‘‘differentiated diploma” for 
those students incapable of meeting 
the skill requirements. 

“Since the American educational 
system is based on accepting into a 
high school all students, regardless 
of intellectual capability or 
diligence, it may be that more than 
a few students will never achieve 
the competencies to make them 
eligible to receive a regular 
diploma,” the report states. 

Dirksen said establishment of an 
alternate diploma will take some 
study to determine what the special 
diploma will mean and how it will be 
designated. 

Other areas still to be 
implemented include an extensive 
record-keeping system to keep track 
of each student’s progress toward 
meeting the skill requirements. The 
district expects to use 
paraprofessionals to maintain the 
records.

Local children overcome handicaps

At birth, Joey was barely alive. 
Although successful in his fight for 
survival, his brain was damaged and 
he was afflicted with a form. of 
cerebral palsy. 


At age 2 Joey was enrolled in the 
preschool program at Casa Colina 
Hospital’s Children’s Developmen- 
tal Service Center. Considered a 
“floppy baby,”’ he could not walk. or 
talk. He was also blind. 


But, according to Dr. Elizabeth 
Neumann, center director, ‘‘Joey 
was an amazing little boy.” He 
learned to control his muscles, 
walk, feed himself, even see. He dis- 
covered color, numbers, and how to 
match a variety of objects. 


Now 5 years old, Joey is enrolled 
in a public school kindergarten class 
for children with delayed language 
development. But, Dr. Neumann 
predicts, he will advance to a 
regular class in a few years. 


She attributes Joey’s miraculous 
achievement not only to skilled staff 
members at Casa Colina but also his 
“marvelous parents” and to Joey’s 
‘own unique stubborn quality which 
enables him to overcome han- 
dicaps.” 


Many children like Joey are 
achieving their fullest potential at 
the Casa Colina Center. Located in 
Pomona, it serves families from 
surrounding communities, including 
Upland, Montclair, Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma. 


Children with neuromotor handi- 
caps; orthopedic and convulsive dis- 
orders and other similar problems 
are enrolled in the infant stimula- 
tion program for babies from new- 
borns through 18 months, or the 
therapeutic preschool classes for 
children 18 months through 6 years. 

The Casa Colina program is 
different from many ams for 
handicapped children since it

emphasizes each child’s strengths, 
according to Barbara Acord, 
classroom coordinator - trainer and 
family counselor. 


“Children are children first, han- 
dicapped second and we all prefer to 
be known by our strengths rather 
than our handicaps,” Ms. Acord said 
and added, ‘‘We give that privilege 
to our children.” 


Often the Casa Colina staff is the 
first to tell parents their child has 
strengths since other programs tend 
to emphasize handicaps, problems 
and limitations, she noted. The 
preschool program enables the 
children to use their strengths to 
overcome their deficits. 


Under the direction of Dr. 
Neumann, the infant stimulation 
program is conducted by pediatric 
consultant, Dr. John Wilcox, 
counselor Shirley Acosta, and oc- 
cupational therpist Betty Nelson. 


A relatively new concept, the 
program is designed to stimulte the 
development of ‘‘high risk’ infants 
who are delayed in their physical, 
mental or emotional development. 

The delay is often, but not always, 
a result of some difficulty during the 
birth process, according to Mrs. 
Acosta. The Casa Colina staff 
endeavors ‘‘to fill in the gaps’ in the 
hope that the condition will not 
become permanent, she said. 

Each infant is assessed according 
to his or her individual development 
of fine and gross motor and social 
skills. Staff members then prepare a 
program designed to get children to 
the next step in development. 

The child’s program is coor- 
dinated ‘with activities which the 
mother enjoys because she is train- 
ed to help stimulate the develop- 
ment of-her infant. 

Often video tapes are made of the 
mother and child as they work 
together. Frequently, after viewing 
the tape, the mother suggests a 
better method for achieving a goal, 
Dr. Newmann said. | 

All children need balanced 
physical, mental and social stimula- 
tion, commented Dr. Wilcox. ‘‘And 
handicapped children need it in 
super abundance.” 

Children in the infant stimulation 
program are sometimes placed in 
'the preschool classes which are co- 
sponsored by the Pomona Unified 
School District. 

Twelve moderately to severely or- 
thopedically handicapped chilren, 18 


months to 34% years old, are enrolled 
in the class taught by Mary Ann 
Read. 

Following assessment of their 
development, individual programs 
are designed to improve the gross 
and fine motor, perceptual, concep- 
tual and personal - social skills 
development of each child. 

“Communication is the basic 
component of a good preschool 
program,” Mrs. Reed commented. 
Thus, she attempts to give each 
child as many chances to communi- 
cate as possible, Recently, she has 
incorporated sign language into the 
curriculum. 5 

“‘Tt.is a good method for commun- 
ication because children love finger 
games and sign language is an ex- 
tension of these activities,’ she 
said. 

Mrs. Reed’s students have learned 
different parts of the body by trac- 
ing hands and feet, and have learned 
how to wash hands and brush teeth. 
They have experimented with paint, 
glue, corn meal, sand and mud. 

Children 3 to 6 years old with 
moderate neurological problems are 
enrolled in Joanne Parkham’s class. 
They are expected to enter regular 
kindergarten classes and most do, 
commented Dr. Neumann.

Their adventures this year have 
included a trip to the county fair and 
a tour of a pumpkin patch. They 
have studied colors, geometric 
shapes, the concepts of ‘‘longer and 
heavier,” ‘‘big”’ and ‘‘little.” 

Parents are involved in the 
program and mothers work two or 
three times each month in the 
classroom. In addition, the center 
offers parent advocacy training, a 
program designed to aid parents in 
gaining the necessary skills to ac- 
tively manage their child’s special 
program. 

Dr. Neumann said parents often 
ask whether their child will be able 
to attend regular school or even 
graduate school. Parents also 
wonder whether their child will be 
able to hold jobs or have families. 

It is impossible to predict, she 
emphasized, ‘‘because children like 
Joey continually amaze us. He con 
tinues to learn far beyond our expec- 
tations.” 

She believes, however, that one 
factor is vital to the child’s develop- 
ment — ‘‘a good parent - child 
relationship.”

Steps to cityhood 





EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Citizens of Alta Loma, 
« Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
are studying incorporation 
proposals to combine the 
three communities into one 
city. 

Reasons given for 
incorporation range from 
demand for more pbulic 
services, desire for more 
local control over services, 
and the need for more 
direct participation in 
changing land uses and 
planning procedures. 

These concerns affect all 
residents, industrial and 
commercial firms and 
other land owners. 

Yet many citizens are not 
aware of the events which 
led the Tri-Communities 
Incoproration Committee 
(TCIC) to file for 
incorporation with the 
Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFC). 

This article, by TCIC 
member Catherine Bridge 
of Alta Loma, will attempt 
to provide some -of that 
background. Additional 
information will be 
presented in a panel 
dicsussion by TCIC 
members and a county 
incorporation expert 7:30 
p-m. Tuesday at Carnelian 
School, Alta Loma.

Citizens are being told 
that incorporation of the 
three communities of Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda is the best 
protection against 
“annexation by one of the 
surrounding cities.’ 

The surrounding cities 
must have the approval of 
residents of an area (or of 
the landowners if the 
population is less than 12 
registered voters) in order 
to annex the area. 

But annexation to a city’s 
sphere of influence does not 
require an election even 
though becoming part of the 
sphere of influence usually 
determines the area’s 
future. 

In 1972 a large portion of 
what historically had been 
within the community of 
Etiwanda was annexed to 
Fontana’s sphere of 
intluence. This sphere of 
influence annexation 
determined the future of the 
area. 

In the gradual 
development of public 
services (such as extension 
of water lines), the area is 
bound into the government 
and policy of the city, 
eventually to be brought 
into the city limits as 
development occurs. ; 

Annexation crisis 

This event brought about 
what has been called the 
crisis in the tricommunity. 
The annexation was 
followed by moves by 
Ontario to bring 
Cucamonga, south of 
Eighth Street, into its

sphere of influence. Upland 
requested to include the 
entire tricommunity in its 
sphere of influence. 

At the Local Agency 
Formation Commission 
(LAFC) hearings on these 
proposals, there was a 
strong negative reaction by 
the affected citizens, land 
owners and _ local 
organizations. 

Consequently LAFC, in 
December 1972, agreed to 
allow the people of the three 
communities a one-year 
period to investigate their 
future direction and 


government. 
The boundaries of the 
tricommunity were 


protected by a moratorium 
which did not allow sur- 
rounding cities to enlarge 
their spheres of influence 
into the tricommunity area. 

A citizens groups 
(composed of local 
organizations and 
representatives of fire and 
water districts) studied the 
situation and recommended 
to LAFC that a sphere of 
influence for’ the 


tricommunity be . 


established under a 
municipal a council 
(MAC), which is advisory to 


the county Board of- 


Supervisors. 
Tricommunity MAC 

A tricommunity MAC was 
formed with the 
cooperation of LAFC and 
the supervisors. Since 1973 
MAC representatives and 
other local organizations 
have reported anrually to 
LAFC. 

LAFC has continued the 
tricommunity sphere of 
influence on the basis of 
indications that the three 
communities want to work 
together to provide public 
services. 

Cooperative efforts have 
included a successful 
election to combine the 
Cucamonga and Alta Loma 
fire districts into the 
Foothill Fire Protection 
District. The same election 
extended the fire protection 
to cover’ Etiwanda as well. 

In fact, the election 
consolidated four separate 
agencies. Some 70 per cent 
of the voters favored the 
consolidation even though 
the action increased tax 
rates. 

County Service Area 50 
(CSA-50) was also 
increased, by citizen

request, to provide parks 
and recreation throughout 
the tricommunity area. The 
addition of the high 
assessed valuation of 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
allowed the CSA-50 tax rate 
to drop from 11 cents to 7 
cents. 

A random opinion poll 
taken in the tircommunity 
indicated that 68 per cent of 
those polled would favor 
incorporation if it were 
financially possible. That 
percentage is very close to 
the percentage of local* 
voters who favored 
consolidation of the fire 
districts. 

The 1973 economic 


feasibility study showed 


that the three communities 
could incorporate together 
at a higher level of services 
without an increase in the 
tax rate. 

Based on these four 
findings, LAFC extended 
the sphere of influence of 
the Alta Loma - Cucamonga 
- Etiwanda Municipal 
Advisory Councl until 
March 1977. 

Citizens group 

The next stage in the 
incorporation investigation 
occurred in the fall of 1975 
when a citizens group was 
formed (sponsored by the 
Alta Loma Community 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Cucamonga. District 
Chamber of Commerce and 
the Etiwanda Service 
Club). 

The LAFC sphere of 
influence is policy only and 
does not provide the 
protection of a legally 
recognized boundary, so the 
citizens group decided to 
start proceedings which 
would allow local citizens to 
voice their opinion on the 
proposal of a three - 
community city composed 
of Alta Loma, Cucamonga 
and Etiwanda. 

The citizens group, which 
adopted the name Tri- 
Community Incorporation 
Committee (TCIC), is made 
up of volunteers from all 
three communities and has 
an elected steering 
committee of three 
representatives from each 
community. 

A 1975 update of economic 
feasiliby study confirms 
that the three communities 
can incorporate with a 
higher level of services at 
no increase in the tax rate.

To incorporate at today’s 
level of minimal services 
would allow a good-sized 
drop in the property tax. 

With this information the 
TCIC filed to begin 
procedures to incoprorate 
the communities of Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda with a 
satisfactory increase in 
services and local control, 
but without an increase in 
the tax rate. 

TCIC members feel that 
local control of planning, 
zoning and public services 
is urgent and long overdue 
especially with the extreme 
rate of growth and 
development, the 
competion of the Devore 
Freeway, and the possible 
impact of Expo ’81. 

Public hearings 

TCIC is now waiting for 
notification of the required 
hearings before the 
Environmental Review 
Board in December and 
LAFC in January. 

Because of the great need 
for local controls and 
because of the excellent 
economic base provided by 
the variety of land uses in 
the tricommunity area, 
TCIC is confident that 
LAFC will approve its 
proposal for the 
incorporation of Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga, and Etiwanda 
into one city. 

Then will come the 
process of legal petitioning 
and hearings followed by 
election, hopefully in 
November 1977. The 
election will not only create 
a new city, but voters will 
also choose the new city 
council. 

Council members will 
then determine the location 
of the city’s administration 
building, hire an 
administrative staff, and 
begin to determine the city 
ordinances which will 
ultimately preserve and 
reinforce the high quality 
style of life — resting on 
solid economic foundations 
— the people of Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga, and Etiwanda 
have had in the past and 
ought to have in the future.

Immunize children 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Health Tips is a column of 
the California Medical 
Education and Research 
Foundation, prepared and 
edited by physician 
members of the California 
Medical Association.

For years, immunization 
of children was widespread. 
As immunizations virtual- 
ly wiped out such childhood 
diseases as polio, many 
parents became compla- 
cent and have failed to have 
their children immunized. 
Consequently, the im- 
munization level of our 
childhood population has 
dropped and the prospect of 
a return of the almost 
forgotten childhood infec- 
tious diseases is a real 
threat. All parents should 
make sure that their 
children are properly 
protected. Adults should 
also be aware of the im- 
munizations they need. 
Polio, tetanus, diphtheria 
and measles are the four

tial. Infants should also be 
immunized against per- 
tussis (whooping cough). 
Poliomyelitis 

Polio was, for good 
reason, the ‘‘dread disease”’ 
of a generation ago. Im- 
munization has greatly 
reduced the incidence in the 
United States. 

A basic series of three 
trivalent oral vaccine doses 
is recommended at ages 2, 4 
and 6 months. Boosters are 
recommended at 18 months 
of age and when entering 
school. These may be given 
concurrently with DPT 
(diphtheria, pertussis, 
tetanus), although many 
physicians prefer to 
Separate the two. Ad- 

itional boosters for polio 

re not necessary except 
or travel to an area where 
he disease is common. 

Universal immunization 
of children will provide ex- 
cellent protection to adults. 
However, adults with un- 
usual exposure fo polio 
should also be immunized.

There is less than one 
chance in a million of suf- 
fering paralysis as a result 
of polio vaccine — com- 
parable to the risks of 
transportation, medications 
or even certain foods. This 
risk is small indeed in rela- 
tion to the vaecine’s ex- 
traordinary success in cur- 
bing polio in the population 
as a whole. 

Tetanus 

This is an uncommon dis- 
ease but may be caused by a 
variety of wounds, especial- 
ly those occurring in gar- 
dens. 

Diphtheria 

This disease is now rare 
only because of immuni- 
zation. It still does occur, 
however, and is very 
dangerous. 

Diphtheria and tetanus 
vaccinations (toxoids) are 
usually given in combina- 
tion with pertussis (whoop- 
ing cough) vaccine — basic 
series and two boosters 
prior to entering school. 

Older children and adults 
receive only diphtheria and 
tetanus toxoid (DT) in a 





more dilute form. Adults as 
well as children should be 
protected against 
diphtheria and tetanus. 
Boosters are recommended 
every 10 years. 

Measles 

The extreme severity of 
this disease and its com- 
plications together with the 
continues success of im- 
munization makes measles 
immunization essential. It 
is given at 1 year of age; if 
given earlier it is not 
reliable. 

Very mild reactions, such 
as fever and rash, 
sometimes occur; serious 
reactions are rare. Almost 
every unimmunized child 
will have measles by early 
school years. If a tuber- 
culin test is planned for age 
1 year, it should be given 
prior to or at the same time 
the measles immunization 
is given as the latter can 
cause false reading of the 
skin test a few days after in- 
oculation. 

The preceding im- 
munizations are the essen- 
tial ones. Other vaccines

Rubella 

Rubella is a mild 
childhood disease. About 85 
per cent of adults are im- 
mune, even if they have no 
history of the disease. 

The only serious result of 
rubella is the destructive 
effect on the unborn baby 
following infection of the 
mother in early pregnancy. 
For this reason — for the 
protection of the mother 
and child — it is commonly 
recommended that all 
children be immunized at 1 
year of age or later with 
rubella vaccine. It is not 
known whether immunity 
will persist in childbearing 
years. Some physicians 
may postpone vaccination 
to preadolescent years and 
then vaccinate only 
females. Adults who are not 
immune may be immunized 
at any age, but women 
should not receive the vac- 
cine during pregnancy or 
during the two to three 
months immediately 
preceding pregnancy. 

A current reco- 
mmendation is that all un- 
immunized children in a 
household where a pregnant 
woman resides be im- 
munized against rubella as 
they are the most likely 
potential carriers.

Mumps 

This is usually a mild dis- 
ease in childhood with 
almost no serious symp- 
toms except discomfort. 
Deafness in one ear is a 
rare complication. In adult 
males, mumps may cause 
painful swelling of the 
testicles, but fear of sterili- 
ty is rarely justified. There 
are no special risks for 
women and little risk to an 
unborn child if the mother 
is infected during pregnan- 
cy. 

Mumps vaccine, a live 
virus, may be given at 1 
year of age, but it is not 
known whether immunity at 
this age will persist to 
adulthood. 

A combined measles - 
rubella - mumps vaccine is 
available as a single injec- 
tion, giving immunity to all 
three diseases. 

Smallpox 

Smallpox vaccination is 
no longer recommended 
because the disease is now 
well controlled throughout 
the world, existing current- 
ly only in Ethiopia. There is 
also a significant risk of 
serious reactions to 
smallpox vaccination. Cer- 
tain countries, a smallpox 
vaccination is required to 
enter some countries. If you 
are planning a foreign trip, 
check with your physician

The fellowship hall, 
Fischer Hall, was dedicated 
in memory of Rudolph

Seniors offer love 


Sixty-nine - year-old Carrie 


Sanger is a Foster Grandparent at 


Pacific State Hospital in Pomona. 


She has been spending two hours or 


more a day, five days a week, with 
Buddy, one of her. two foster 
grandchildren. 

And she’s been doing this for more 
than nine years. 

Mrs. Sanger, who lives in Ontario, 
Says, ‘I taught my ‘grandbuddy’ to 
ride a tricycle and now I’m working 
on a two-wheel bike — which is not 
going very well at the moment. 
Pumping the swing was the most 
difficult for him, but now he is doing 
it — just swinging so high and 
looking so happy.” 

Mrs. Sanger has: accomplished a 
great deal more with Buddy than 
just teaching him to swing or ride a 
bike, according to Ruth Hughes, 
project coordinator for the Foster 
Grandparent Program at Pacific 
State. 

‘A good example of what a Foster 
Grandparent can accomplish with a 
developmentally disabled child is 
the work that Carrie Sanger has 
done with Buddy,’’ she said. ‘‘Nine 
years ago he was almost hopeless — 


a little boy who no one wanted to 
bother with. But Carrie has taught 
him to feed himself, stay neat and 
clean, and has worked with him like 
she would with her own 
grandchild.” 

Charles Watson, 69, a retired 
heavy equipment operator of Walnut 
has been a Foster Grandparent at 
Pacific State for nine years. Like 
the others, he puts in 20 hours a 
week for a stipend of $1.60 per hour, 
a noon meal, and $1.75 per day for 
transportation. 

“I do it because I like it,” said 
Watson. ‘‘I like it very much. It 
helps me when my monthly bills 
come due; but just working with the 
kids helps me and while I’m here it 
helps the kids.” 

Catherine McKeown of Pomona, 
63 years old, reports with love and 
pride that her Billy is doing well 
after an operation on his back. 

“He is so responsive and such a 
good boy,” she said. ‘‘He is small 
but when he gets excited he makes 
rabbit noses at me.” 

She is equally fond of her other 
‘*grandchild,’’ Shirley, who ‘‘laughs 
and giggles at funny noises.” 


“If I quack like a duck or bark like 
a dog,” said Mrs. McKeown, ‘‘she 
thinks it’s funny. We enjoy each 
other on our outings.” 

There are 111 Foster 
Grandparents at Pacific State 
Hospital, 27 of them men. 

‘‘I wish we had more men because 
we have so many requests from the 
units for grandfathers,’’ Mrs. 
Hughes commented. 

‘Nationally, there are more than 
13,000 volunteers enrolled in the 
program, which is administered by 
ACTION, the federal agency for 
volunteer service. According to the 
Los Angeles district office, they 
work in a variety of settings, which 
include institutions for the 
emotionally disturbed and 
physically handicapped. 

In most cases they serve four 
hours per day, five days a week, 


dividing each day between two . 


youngsters. They may assist in 
physical or speech therapy, help out 
at mealtime, or fend a hand with 
homework. 

But their main task is to behave as 
true grandparents, giving love, 
tenderness and understanding.

To them this 
means something. They have two 
chifdren waiting for them every 
day, and they have a phenomenal 
attendance record.

Sometimes I have to convince them 
that they are sick enough to stay 
home, for their own good, but they 
would much rather be here. When 
they don’t show up the children miss 
them — and they miss the children 
just as much.”’ 

Pacific State is one of nine state 
hospitals under the California 
Department of, Health and the first 
one to have a Foster Grandparent 
Program, which began there nine 
years ago, co-sponsored by 
ACTION. 

After the first five years, when 
the Foster Grandparent 
complement at Pacific State had 
grown to 59 volunteers, the program 
was expanded to all nine hospitals. 

‘We now have 433 positions within 
the nine hopitals in our program and 
we continually have requests for 
more grandparents,” Mrs. Hughes 
said. 

The youngest volunteer at Pacific 
State is 63 (60 is the minimum age 
for the program) and the oldest 92. 

‘We have a great many in their 
80s,’’ Mrs. Hughes reports, ‘‘but you 
would never know it. You know, 
they are some of my youngest 
people.”
